THE PLAGUE IN HONGKONG, 

‘Pho Oaptain-Superinterdent . of Police 
and Surgeon-Major James went to Canton 
on Tuesday to soe the plaguo. hbapitat aud 
the infected districts of tha city. There is 
only one of the temporary hospitals now in 
use, homely the Woug-sha, in the western 
part of the city; the eastern hospital has 
been already closed and dismentled, and 
the western also will’ soon “te shut up. 
There -are now about 100 patients in the 
‘hospital, where there is room for 1000 or 
more ; and now ones numbor. two or three 
a doy. The patients appear to bo lens vio- 


lently attacked than a month ago, There 
wore 2new casea yosterday, and nono tho 
day befora. 

Dr James and Mr May were received by 
the Chinese doctors, by no means cordially, 
and shown round tho boppital.. It is built 
out over the river, on piles, and éxtends 
over an area of more than 100 yards equare. 
The water is mostly vary shallow but at 
the outer part the river-bed deopens, and 
there is.a jetty at which launches can moor 
to take coffias to the burial ground. There 
ja aome current io the river, which im- 
mensely simplifies the drainage of the hos- 
pital, and fora place under Chinese mannge- 
ment probably nothing elae would be near- 
ly so good; but thero is » certainty of 
danger in the pollution of the river, and 
there is no tolling how for that may go 
or how it could bo cheoked, if at all. 

The hospital ia divided into wards, and 
the wards are partitioned off. into cubicles 
of the uswal Chinese kind, with floora of 
thin planking, supported on bamboo joists ; 
doors of wicker, walle of thin boarding, 
open above, and over all a mat roof. The 
cubicles, of course, are not so good as 
large open rooms for a disoaso like the 
plague requiting plenty of light and air ; 
but the building is so loosoly 
atructed that thoro is a fair amount of 
ventilation. It is terribly noiay, for every 
plank vibrates, rattles and hanga when any- 
body moves, and with so many people about 
thera is & constant din, The attendance 
seems efficient, and the cleanliness of high 
standard for Chinase.

A visit was also made to the streets which 
hed auffered most from the plague. Whale 
streets had been deserted fer works, every- 
body going away who could ; but now most 
of the people who have survived are raturn- 
ing. Somo houses are atill unoceupied, but 
only here and there. 

As in Hongkong, the plague firat broke 
ont in the darkest, clesost, dirtioat hovel, 
amnng people whose poverty had lowered 
their physique and prevented them from 
having the lurury of cleanliness or 
fresh air. The houses ip Csnton are 
all tack-to-back, with 10 
alloy’ at the rear; the front or main 
Most 
of the Canton hoases, however, are only 
two-mtoreyod, the upper steroy being little

There ate practically no 
cocklofta or mezzanine fluora at all any- 
where in Canton, nor are there macy 
cubicles of the kind ‘so comman-in Hong- 
kong tenemonta, Teremont-houses are a 
tority in Canton; nowhere can thera be 
found, as in Hongkong, oight or ten 
fawilies all ' pigging' together on one flat, 
in what onght to bo o single fair-aizod 
roum but is made into s dozen cubicles. 
There is no such thing in Canton, or at any 
rate not to a noticeable extent, 

Dict there is, however, in abundance, and 
open surface drains soaking sewage foto the 
soi], year after year, [n the lowest and 
most crowdy] district, the eastern quarter, 
where no well-to-du Chinaman would over 
live, the plague frst beoko out. Thence it 
spread along the most congebial atreota, 
uuiil it wag all over the city. Somo dis- 
tricts were worae then othera, in pro- 
portion to their elevation, exposura to 
air, congestion of population, and means 
for cleanliness. Sometimes a whole 
atreet would ba devastated and the mext 
atroet entirely spared ; in every such caso 
there was a fairly self-evident reason, of 
the nature just indicated. The parts worst 
affected were the oastern qaarter, the 
western suburb, and the large street: which 
with its adjunct constitutes the Chineae 
Mahomedan quarter, It is foirly easy to 
trace where the plague would go, from the 
circumstances known to favour its deval- 


opmeat—pver crowding,’ soil permeated 
with eewsge for many years, apd want of 
light and air, ;

Chinese plague hospital at Canton, near the 
river, and was very woll received by tho 
native doctors. Tho building is a largo 
matshod, capable of holding at least 1,200 
patients, each in spacious foom apart. 
Tis arrangement ia botter than that of the 
English hospital ut Hongkong. The Chi- 
nese doctors say they cured 60 per cent., 
but thie must bo agreat exaggeration. The 
Hongkong Government asked Dr Yerain his 
advice un the monaures which ought to be 
taken to prevent's recurrenco of the opide- 
mis. Dr Yersin thinks the only practical 
solution would be to find some process of

Dr 
Ayres deals almost exclusively with the 
sunitation of the Colony from a historical 
atandpuiot, In the first part of the report 
he sete forth the state of matters in the 
Colony in 1874 and 1875, giving quotations 
frow his memorable reports, and then pro 
ceeds to stato what steps had been takeo 
between 1874 ond 1804 ta improve the 
sanitation of the Colony. From this part

Some 
years ago Europeans introduced into the 
country some agricultural implements and 
machines, By order of the Pekia Go- 
vorntacut the whole of theso were seized 
and burnt on the plea that they would 
deprive the laboriug classes of employment, 
and, therefore, would be most detrimonial 
to their truo intereats, But £ asked: how 
corn it that cotton spinning dnd: weaving 
by steam are alliwed? The reason assiga- 
ed for this is that by their iatrodug ion 
they do not supplant any hand-spinning of 
weaving of cotion gondg, and thay, there-

THB FASTEST WAUSHIF AVLOAT, - 
Boston,” July’ 14.--lhe new cruiser 
Muneapolia auchored-off Boston light 
about 4.80 o'clock this sftarnoon, tho 
proud holdec of the world’s record for 


7. | Speed fora warship, Two hours later the 


party who had enjoyed the distinction of 
being present on the ‘fastest wat ship in 
tha world, landed in Boston. 

The cequiroments of tho: contract wore 
that she should make twenty-one: nautical 
mailes per hour, and for coach’ quarter of a 
knot above that Ggure the firm of Cramp 
& Son, builders, were to receive thesam of 
$50,000, -heaco when tho fivo mombera of 
the Cramp family, who were present on the 
trip, saw tho big anchor deop.out of sight 
in the water at the close of ‘he trial, they 
had the satiafaction of knowing they were 
$400,000 richer than they worse whon,; 6 
few hours teforo, they embarked upon the 
exemplifcation of the naval arohitect’s art. 

The day and the elements were all favor- 
abla to tho queen of the seas, and not a 
single accident or mishap of any kind hap- 
pened to mar the trial trip, At 8 o'clock 
tho new cruiser atarted for Cape Ann, 
wherg she waa to begin ‘her journey of 
nearly eighty-sight nautical milea for famo 
aud money, and tho long whistle, donoting 
that sho was ready to go over the course, 
was blown soon after the twin lights on 
Thatcher's island came into view and the 
flag of the secratary of the navy, which had 
up to this timo fainted defiance to tho 
broezo from the top mast, was hauled down 
and in turn every piece of bunting, ropes, 
flagataffa and everything which in any way 
could ¢atch a breeze. The boat passed 
Boston light houge at 8.31, and soon after 
forced draught was put on and the ship 
speeded on to thé starting point es though 
imbued with a knowledge that she waa ox- 
posted Lo do aomothing never before accom- 
plished, and when she did cross the lino 
ha had not, in the estimation of the aenigr 
member of the firm of Cramp & Son, reach- 
ed her full speed.
